SERVICE BOARO NOTES 

Norman Soder 

We have had reports of cutworm 
damage In various parts of the 
County this year, especially in 
flax, where the cutworm appears 
to be just nipping the plant rather 
than cutting it off completely, 
causing the plant to die slowly and 
making the damage hard to dis¬ 
tinguish. 

Generally speaking, it has been 
found that injurious cutworms in¬ 
crease in numbers when rainfall is 
below average in May and June. 
Two dry seasons, in succession, are 
necessary before a serious out¬ 
break occurs. This Is because ample 
rainfall during these months favors 
both parasites and diseases that 
are instrumental In the reduction 
of the cutworm population. 

Since all our injurious cutworms 
lay their eggs only in loose earth, 
summerfallow should never be 
worked while tho moths are fly¬ 
ing. The dates for egg-laying differ 
slightly with various species but 
the majority of moths lay eggs 
throughout August and September. 

For this reason fallow land 
should be well worked and be 
quite free from weeds by the .end 
of July. This will allow the rains 
to form a crust on the surface of 
the soil that the moths will not 
be able to penetrate and lay their 
eggs. Cultivation can then be con¬ 
tinued the latter part of Septem¬ 
ber for the more persistent per¬ 
ennial weeds that seem to be giv¬ 
ing so much trouble.

NEW FEDERAL DEPARTMENT 
OF FORESTRY 

The Standing Committee on 
Mines, Forests and Waters, of 
which I am a member, recom¬ 
mended the creation of a Federal 
Department of Forestry. The Act 
to implement this recommenda¬ 
tion passed the House of Commons 
on Monday, July 11, 1960. 

The forestry industry ranks 
first in Canada on value of pro¬ 
ducts produced. It takes about 75 
years to grow a good tree for saw 
timber. Therefore, a mistake in 
care and management today is a 
loss not only for our generation, 
but also for those of tomorrow. 
Fire protection, selective cutting 
and the multiple uses of the forests 
will be encouraged by this new 
Department in co-operation with 
the provinces. These multiple uses 
not only consist of the proper har¬ 
vesting of timber, fence posts, and 
other forest products, but also re- 
forestration, grazing and recrea¬ 
tion. 

The forest grazing lands in the 
eastern slope of the Rockies are a 
vital part of the cattle ranching 
industry of the foothills and ad¬ 
jacent areas of south western Al¬ 
berta. The recreation facilities, 
fishing and hunting, are also im¬ 
portant and roads are needed so 
that people may enjoy and use the 
forests not only for commercial 
purposes but also for pleasure. 
These resources belong to the 
people and they should be develop¬ 
ed for the proper use of the people 
und conserved for future genera¬ 
tions.
